afflicted therewith an amount of l-R(-vjf etodolac effective to reduce the viability of 
multiple myeloma cells, while maintaining the viability of normal bone marrow cells. 



27. The method of claim 26, wherein the l-R(-) etodolac is administered orally. 



28. The method of claim 26 wherein a d^ly dosage of about 1000-5000 mg of R(-) etodolac 
is administered. 



29. The method of claim 28 whepein the plasma concentration of etodolac is about 500-700 



&/ 34. The method of claim 4, wherem the compound of formula (I) is etodolac. 

35. The method of claim 1, wnerein the compound of formula (I) is the 1-(R) enantiomer.
